Conflict Between Home and School- 


Contact Between Parent and Teach- 


er Slight Aid Child Problems 


Home on one side—school on (he 


ether. It is about these two Insti- 
tutions (hat Olive Roberts Barton 
writes in this article in her series 
on Child Training. 


There is a certain hiatus between 


home and school that sets the child's 
mind against the latter. 


It comes nbout this way. In his 


home there is obedience but it is 
qualified. 
In school there is unquali- 


fied obedience. 


At home his temperament is under- 


stood and he receives toleration ac- 
cording to circumstances. Little fo- 
rays into mischief are understood and 
forgiven. Lapses from responsibility 
are not taken too seriously as a rule 
and "absolute" obedience is not ex- 
pected. 
, 


In school he must fit to a system, 


somewhat military in its nature. It 
must be so, I think, in spite of all at- 
tempts to perfect the "experimental" 
or "progressive" public school plan. 


Conforming to System 


The hundreds of pupils to be handled 
in a building will always have to con- 
form to some "set" system. Changes 
are being made and none too soon, to 
re-vamp the rigid exactness of the old 
system, but I doubt if it will ever 
reach the point whore each child can 
be dealt with as*'ah absolute individ- 
ual. 


Nor do I think it necessary. I be- 


lieve that mass grouping and certain 
demands made on the child have their 
good points. The majority of normal 
children not only accept the situation, 
but do pretty well under it. The pub- 
lic school needs certain changes in 
purpose, as it exists today, and a 
change in ways of grading; also in 
methods of approach to study. But 
school can never be a party. It is in- 
tended to put stern stuff in children, 
and too much individualism is bad 
for the best of us. 


However, there is something \vrong 


when the attitude of children toward 
school is as unfriendly as it is. I have 
Just said that they accept it, but it is 
with a sort of endurance that makes 
the best of a bad job. It could be 
different, and it will be, when the 
rapidly changing system gets to a point 
where the desire to learn is intrench- 
ed in the child's heart through his

ed in their efforts to exempt Philip- 
pine cocosnut oil from the proposed 
three-cents-a-pound processing tax on 
all Imported vegetable oils. 


Despite the leaders' references to 


Mr. Roosevelt's leler to the finance 
committee saying the tax was in di- 
rect violation of the Philippine inde- 
pendence act's provision not to re- 
strict their cocoanut oil shipments to 
the United Stales, the senate approved 
the levy, 59 to 17. 


However, the oil tax section was 


tempered somewhat by an amendment 
by Senator Norris, Republican, Neb- 
raska, which would refund all taxes 
collected on the oils to the Philippine 
government provided that government 
grants no subsidies to its cocoanut 
growers. 


Whether insertion of this amend- 


ment, which was believed acceptable 
in the Philippines, would remove pres- 
idential objections was not known. 


There are several changes in the 


roll call Wednesday on the Couzens 
amendment. 
Couzens had switched 


Tuesday against his own proposal in 
order to move reconsideration, so he 
constituted one change Wednesday 
from "no" to "aye." Others who 
changed the same way were Clark, 
Democrat, Missouri, and McCarran, 
Democrat, Nevada, 


Ninety votes were recorded Tues- 


day as against only 79 Wednesday. 


The amendment would add the 10 


per cent to the amount of tax due 
from Individuals next year on this 
year's income.

VlgM Over Exchange BUI 


WASHINGTON. — (/P) — The first 


sharp issue between the house and 
senate on the stock exchange control 
bill was raised Wednesday by the lat- 
ter's banking committee in voting out 
of the measure all specific figures fix- 
ing minimum margin requirements. 


In their place, it wrote an amend- 


ment, offered by Senator Glass, Dem- 
ocrat, Virginia, which would leave 
the formulation of all margin regula- 
tions to the discretion of a proposed 
securities exchange commission, pre- 
viously incorporated in the bill by 
the committee. 


The house commerce committee al- 


ready had gone on record favoring the 
inclusion of figures fixing exactly the 
lowest proportion of cash a purchas- 
er of securities would be required to 
post as margin. This was done in in- 
structing a sub-committee to revise 
the margin section and the determina- 
tion of how high or low the figures 
should be was left to the subordinate 
group. It met Wednesday to consid- 
er a redraft. 


As originally drafted, the bill speci- 


fied a 60 per cent cash margin with j 
the alternative that 
the 
customer j 


might receive credit to the extent of| 
100 per cent of the lowest price the , 
issue bought had reached 
in three i 


years, but in no event was the margin 
to exceed 75 per cent of current mar- 
ket price. 


This provision was made the target 


of the most direct and vigorous attack 
hurled against the bill by the New 
York Exchange. Its spokesmen argu- 
ed that such an arrangement was in- 
elastic .deflationary and 
held 
the 


threat of ruin for the brokerage busi- 
ness. It urged instead such a plan as 
was adopted Wednesday by the senate 
committee.

House and Senate 


Agree on Cotton 


Bankhead B i l l Virtually 


Restored to Its Origi- 


nal Form 


WASHINGTON.—r/P) — An agree- 


ment was reached Wednesday on the 
Bankhead cotton control bill which, 
conferees said, restored the measure 
to a form closely paralleling the meas- 
ure that passed the house. 


The conferees refused to disclose all 


details pending a final session Thurs- 
day but it was said the 50 per cent ad 
valorem tax in the house bill was 
agreed upon. The conferees were ab- 
sent and announcement of the agree- 
ment was withheld for that reason. 


The senate bill would have taxed all 


cotton above the 10,000,000 bales al- 
otment in the measure 75 per cent 
of its value at the tune of ginning. 


Elimination of the exemption from 


tax of cotton produced by any farmer 
whose total crop did not amount to 
more than six bales was agreed upon 
early in the parleys between the sen- 
ate and house conferees. Proponents 
of the first major measure for the 
control of one of the nation's principal 
crps said that exemption would have 
made the bill futile. 


One-Year-Term 


The house bill would have made the 


measure operative for two years with 
the president having the power to ex- 
tend it a third year. Conferees indi- 
cated the bill as it stands now—and 
as it will be in final form—will be 
operative for one year buit it may 
apply another year through presiden- 
tial proclamation should that be nec- 
essary to bring the cotton surplus to 
normal.'"' " 


The conferees also decided to restore 


penal sections of the house bill. These 
were riddled in by senate amend- 
ments. 


Senator Bankhead, Democrat,' Ala- 


bama, co-author with his brother of 
the control measure, refused to dl«- 
cttfa the compromise reached but indi- 
cated that a bill satisfactory to him 
had been worked out. 


Approval ForecMt 


Approval of the compromise in the 


house was predicted by leaders but 
there is considerable,opposition to the 
control principle in the senate. Sen- 
ator Bankhead, however, appeared 
confident there would be sufficient 
support for approval in the senate 
also. 


President Roosevelt has said he fav- 


ored the principle of'the proposal. He 
is expected to sign the measure should 
it go through congress without radi- 
cal alterations from the latest draft. 


Administration of the measure would 


be under the secretary of agriculture. 
Considerable work has been 
done 


there for the application of the allot- 
ments which- are called for. Each 
state would be given a quota; this 
would be divided among the counties 
and finally the individual farmers. 


The senate changed the bill to place 


the allotments on the basis of cotton 
produced during the past 10 years but 
the _ conferees were reported to have 
decided to make the past five years 
the quota basis. This provision was 
in the house bill.

By the use of certain chemicals and 


certain mathematical estimations, the 
doctor can measure the rate at which 
your body is using up ojcyiten. In 
some diseases, partciularly in very 
severe overactivity of 
the thyroid 


gland, the basal metabolism rate will 
by found to be high. In other dis- 
eases, particularly in people who are 
very fat the basal metabolism fre- 
quently is found to be very low. 


Methods have been discovered for 


speeding up the basal metabolism. 
One of these methods involves the 
ust> of extracts of the thyroid gland; 
the other, Ihe use of drugs, such as 
dinitrophenol. which have been shown 
to have special power to raise the 
basal metabolic rate. 


However, any drug strong enough 


to change completely the speed of 
chemical reactions in the body is one 
that should not bo taken except under 
direction of a doctor. People who are 
taking drugs of this kind for reduc- 
ing purposes should have their basal 
metabolic rates and their tempera- 
tures investigated regularly. 


This is the only

safety. Dinitrophenol can speed up 
the basal metabolism rate to such ex- 
tent that it fairly burns up the body 
and produces a fever.
